(AP)—The Army awarded three 
contracts totaling $1,702,000 yes- 
terday in the hopes of finding 
the best way of attaching wings 
to the jeep.

The Army said the “aérial

It said the contracts were 
awarded in the hope of perfect- 
ing a general utility vehicle 
which can fly at speeds up to 
50 miles an hour, stay in the 
air for several hours and carry 
a 1000-pound pay load, If the 
flying jeep works out, the Army 
plans to develop an aerial truck, 
using the same power and flight

SHARJA, Trueial Oman, July 
30 (UP)—The British imposed 
a general hews blackout on 
military operations in Oman to- 
day to coincide with a mounting 
Royal Air Force assault on 
rebels against the Sultan's rule. 

The blackout was ordered by 
Sir Bernard Burrows, British 
political resident in the Persian 
Gulf. The decree came with a 
dawn attack by 16 Venom jet 
fighters on an unidentified fort 
held by the Iman of Oman’s 
rebels. Twelve of the Venoms 
used rockets against the fort. 
The other four raked it with 
cannon. 

It was the fifth such raid by 
British Venoms in recent days 
afid the biggest so far. 

The attacks were believed to 
be softening-up assaults in 
readiness for an expected in- 
fantry campaign against the reb- 
el. British Cameron Highland- 
ers already have joined native 
troops at an advance base for 
the attacks. 

Sultan Said bin Taimur has 
about 1000 native levies com- 
manded by 10 former British 
officers. Two companies of 
Cameronians have joined the 
levies at the oasis of Buraimi 
some 150 miles northwest of 
the rebel area. 

Yesterday 10 RAF jets hit 
the rebel fort at Birkat, five 
miles east of Izki, after a two- 
day lull in aerial attacks.

In Mexico City, 20 damaged 
buildings were marked for 
demolition. Twenty-one movie 
houses and five theaters were 
closed. fer inspection. There r 
was no pattern of damage in . 
the capital. Devastated build- 
ings stood beside others prac- 
tically intact. 

The major damage occurred 
in the downtown business area 
rather than in the suburban 
residential districts. 

The Government seismograph 
station reported last night it 
had registered 62 earth shocks 
in Mexico City since the major 
temblor Sunday. Only three 
were fairly sharp. The rest 
barely registered. Another 
heavy quake now might cause 
more damage than Sunday's by 
bringing down weakened build- 
ings. 

President Adolfo Ruiz Cor- 
tines toured the city, inspecting 
the damage and ordering all as- 
sistance possible to persons 
moving from condemned build- 
ings. 

Utility services generally were 
getting back to normal through- 
out the quake area, although 
there were interruptions.

ANDERSON, S&.C., July 30 
(UP)—Well drillers used the 
method which saved Benny 
Hooper to rescue 17-month-old 
Yvonne Beasley last night, four 
hours and 10 minutes after she 
had fallen 33 feet down a 10- 
inch well pipe. 


Yvonne was rushed to a hos- 
pital after the rescue. Doctors 
said she suffered only from 
bruises and exposure. 


Fire Chief Bailey Maddox, 
who directed the rescue, said an 
“elbow” angle in the iron pipe 
into the well stopped the 
child’s fall, otherwise “she 
would have kept going and 
drowned.” 


A fire department rescue and 
salvage truck arrived first and 
lowered an oxygen hose that 
doctors credited with keeping 
Yvonne alive in a parallel to 
the rescue of 7-year-old Benny 
Hooper last May at Manorville, 
N.Y. He was freed after 2314 
hours in a well shaft in the 
backyard of his home. 

After a bulldozer had scooped 
futilely at the earth beside the 
pipe where Yvonne was trapped, 
Eugene Bobo Jr., Bill Hughes 
and volunteer helpers used 
Bobo’s machinery to drill a 36- 
inch diameter hole beside the 
pipe to a 40-foot depth. 


Then Vaughn (Red) Roberts, 
the most insistent of numerous 
volunteers, was lowered into 
the new well. He broke through 
| the terra cotta wal} just below 
Yvonne and pulled her down 
into his arms. 

“It just doesn’t seem like it 
_happened—it’s like a dream,” 
Mrs. Lenora Beasley, wife of 
a textile worker, said. “Just 
a few weeks ago my husband 
and I were talking about Benny 
Hooper—the anguish the family 
must have gone through.” 

Mrs. Beasley said Yvonne 
| slept soundly after reaching the

Who Began the War 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I was stunned that you published 
the letter by Prof. Hocking about 
who began the Israel-Arab war. It 
has absolutely no relationship to the 
actual facts. 


As a former member of the edi- 
torial staff of The Jerusalem Post, I 
was present in Israel at the time of 
the U.N. partition resolution and 
when the state was formally pro- 
claimed, and I can testify from per- 
sonal experience how the situation 
actually developed. 


Only a few hours after the U.N. 
resolution was passed the first Jew- 
ish citizens were shot and killed by 
Arab rioters in Jerusalem. Even 
while the British were still in con- 
trol of Palestine, Arab gangs en- 
tered from neighboring states.

I was present in the settlement of 
Beth Keshet im Lower Galilee when 
it was attacked by Arabs from the 
neighboring village. Beth Keshet 
for years had always had the friend- 
liest of relations with its neighbors. 
In the first wave of the attack seven 
men were killed, including the 
younger son of the present President 
of Israel. 

Later, it was learned that units 
of the Jordan Arab Legion had 
crossed into Nazareth, which is sit- 
uated in the hills above Beth Keshet. 
These attacks by foreign, I stress 
foreign Arabs, on Beth Keshet con- 
tinued for four months before the 
Haganah (whose very name means 
“defense”’) was in a position to end 
them. Similar attacks were made 
all over the country 

Arab and Jewish leaders in Haifa 
met with British officers to sign a 
truce under. the terms of which 
Arabs in Haifa were to retain their 


property and continue living nor- 
mally and peacefully with their 
Jewish neighbors as they had done 
for so long before 

The Arab leaders asked for a 
few hours’ grace, which was granted. 
They never returned to’ sign, be- 


cause they and thousands of other 
Arabs in Haifa fled the city owing to 
radio threats from Syria and Jordan 
that they would be <ee@tisidered 
“traitors” if they remained. 

The Haganah, today known as -Is- 
rael’s Defense Army, defended towns 
and settlements while. at the same 
time, it opposed the activities of the 
small but aetive terrorist groups of 
the Irgun and Stern Gang. Count 
Folke Bernadotte was assassifated 
by terrorists and all the responsibleé 
elements of the population were 
shocked and outraged 


When the British left and. the 
State of Israel was proelaimed, the 
Arab attacks were stepped up as 
their official armies followed their 
gangs into the country confident of 
an easy victory against -what was 
almost a defenseless population.

Israel has consistently declared 
y its willingness to sit down at a 
peace table with the Arabs. If the 
. Arabs wefe fnterested in peace they 
* would sit.

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Life Without Law 


On his recent visit to Czechoslovakia, Nikita . 


Khrushchey said- the Czech Communist party 
was “struggling against revisionism, factional- 
ism, and dogmatism, and was agreéd on the im- 
portance of the monolithic unity of the party.” 
Here in a sentence the Soviet leader listed the 
highest crimes in Communism’s eyes, omitting 
only “deviationism.” 

Revisionism, factionalism, dogmatism and de- 
viationism have been breaking but all over—in 
Moscow, where Defense Minister Zhukov is now 
accusing the Malenkov-Molotov clique of “ille- 
gal acts,” and in Prague, Belgrade and even 
Peiping. For in Communist China. Mao Tse 
tung first invited criticism of his regime, and 
now seems to be hunting down critics who took 
his invitation at face value. 

Perhaps the greatest fear developed by life 
under Communism is the uncertainty of exist- 
ence where law has less significance than the 
party line. Westerners generally live in some 
security under fixed legal codes. People under 
Communism also have codes, but the best de- 
scription of their significance comes from a 
former Communist and right-hand man to Mar- 
shal Tito, Milovan Djilas, who now is in a 
Yugoslav jail. In his book, “The New Class,” 
he says: 

Under the Communist systems the peo- 
ple realize quickly what they are and what 
they are not permitted to do. Laws and 
regulations do not have an essential im- 
portance for them. The actual and unwrit- 
ten rules concerning the relationship be- 
tween the government and its subjects do. 
Regardless of laws, everyone knows that 
the government is in the hands of the party 
committees and the secret police... . 
Everyone knows what can and cannot be 
done, and what depends on whom. 

This is true up to that point where the party 
line changes, which it does to suit the conveni- 
ence of the rulers, or to suit the requirements 
of new rulers who have deposed the old. When 
that happens, what is a “deviationist”’? When 
the line emphasizes industrial production at one 
time and consumer goods another, or peaceful 
gestures abroad at one time and hostility an- 
other, or government by committee in one era 
and the “personality cult” of Stalin in an earlier 
period, it is easy to see why today’s deviation- 


ists mav well be yesterday’s Heroes of the 
Soviet Union. 
This is really life without law, and there 


could hardly be a worse nightmare.

Geophysically and Otherwise 

Two Columbia University scientists, one near 
the North Pole and one near the South Pole, 
have finished a brief chat with one another by 
radio. This is. apparently the first time there 
has been communication between the two poles, 
so we hail the Geophysical Year. Now, if it 
were equally possible for two scientists, one in 
Moscow and one in Washington, to hold an 
equally untrammeled discussion by radio at a 
considerably shorter distance, we would know 
the world of free communication was really get- 
ting somewhere.

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Stagnation on the Border 
Douglas McKay’s appointment to the Interna- 
tional Joint Commission offers little hope of 
reviving that dormant body. 


For a long while now the commission has 
been deadlocked over division of the water- 
power potential of the Columbia River between 
Canada and the United States.

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Hoffa*and the Teamsters 

The drive to put James R. Hoffa into the 
place of the discretlited Dave Beck as president 
of the Teamsters is underfull steam. The strat- 
egy of Detroit’s young-man-in-a-hurry‘is well 
adapted to the set-up developed by the union's 
top brass. 

While Hoffa now is talking about more de- 
mocracy for the union, he really seems to be 
counting on a palace election brought about 
by. a small number of Teamster satraps, includ- 
ing his St. Louis friend, Harold J. Gibbons. 
Heading up the union’s regional conferences or 
joint councils, these men hope to be the king- 
makers at its Miami Beach convention in Sep- 
tember. Hoffa has been traveling about the 
country to confer with them and to address 
meetings of lesser union officials arranged by 
the leaders to cheer him on. 

For the most part, these are gatherings of 
union job-holders and not of working members. 
Many of them act as though they were parceling 
out the perquisites of a private domain. How 
can it be otherwise when, despite a fine for non- 
attendamce, many teamsters prefer to stay away 
from the meetings of their locals because, as 
one put it, “you-are likely to get into trouble 
if you open your mouth?” 

There are rebels enough against Beck and 
this Beck set-up among the teamsters. But ex- 
cept in a few locals, they have not found a way 
to make themselves effective. As an organiza- 
tion, the Teamsters are powerful, and they can 
direct their power against their own as well as 
against other unions and against employers. 

Thursday's hearing of the AFL-CIO Ethical 
Practices Committee on irregularities in the 
union offers an immediate opportunity for 
Hoffa to show his colors. He has influence 
enough to have the union co-operate with the 
Ethical Practices Committee. That would be a 
first step toward putting meaning into his talk 
about democracy. Or he can become a leader 
of a walk-out. 

If the Teamster bosses spurn the federation, 
they will-also spurn public opinion. And an or- 
ganization which operates in spite of public 
opinion—no matter how successfully—has passed 
sentence on itself. 
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Behind Closed Doors 


There is one way in which the record of the 
present Congress is better than those of the 
recent Congresses. That is in the decrease in 
the number of closed committee meetings. The 
improvement is nothing to cause anyone to 
throw his hat in the air but it is worth noting— 
and encouraging. 

Here are compilations by Congressional Quar- 
terly on the percentage of meetings held be- 
hind closed doors since 1954 (the 1957 figure is 
through July 7):

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Big Three for Adenauer 


The French-British-American declaration on 
German reunification. is purposeful even though 
it contains nothing new. Signed by the Big 
Three ampassadors in Berlin in the presence 
of representatives of other NATO governments 
té the ringing of the Freedom Bell, the state- 
ment. justifies the reunification policy of Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer. This is an issue in the 
campaign leading to the German elections on 


; Sept. 15. So, ih-effect, the Big Three have 


adviséd: Vote for Adenauer. 

The Berlin document calls for free elections 
in all Germany, instead of making reunification 
a tiatter’ for negotiation between Bonn and the 
East Gefman regime as proposed by Moscow 
and again suggested on Saturday by Communist 
Premier Otto Grotewohl. It also promises not 
to aceépt a disarmament.agreement which might 
“prejudice” the reunification of Germany. 

’ Though the issue may be more emotional than 
practical, all German politicians are for reunifi- 
cation. The Social Democrats, Dr. Adenauer’s 
Strongest opponents, contend that he made its 
Pe iy moré “difficult by premature re- 

Rearmament, 
they say, should have been left to the parlia- 
ment of a unified nation. 

Dr. Adenauér has held that Germany can best 
negotiate from “a position of strength.” But 
though he renewed diplomatic relations with 
Moscow, his overturés have been brushed off. 
Yet even though the war-weary Germans have 
shown little efthusiasm for a new army under 
any conditions, it is doubted that this will cost 
him’ many votes. Germans put little trust in 
the Kremiin. ,

The WQED Television Teaching Dem- 
onstration began on Thursday morning, 
Sept. 8, 1955. 

At 9:40 a.m., the teacher in each of 
twenty fifth-grade classes in sixteen 
school buildings in and around Pitts- 
burgh explained to her children that 
they were to begin their regular lessons 
this morning on television. 

A standard 21-inch television set was 
wheeled inte place on a desk-high 
stand. One child hung a sign on the 
door: “Don’t enter—TV Class in Prog- 
ress.” Other children pulled down the 
blinds. The sereen showed the hands of 
a clock. 

At exactly 9:45, the television teach- 
er appeared. She greeted the children, 
introduced herself, and began the prefa- 
tory remarks to her first lesson. She 
continued for twenty-five minutes. Dur- 
ing that time, the classroom teacher ob- 
served pupils in order that she might 
solve individual prohlems during the 
supplementary period. 

When the television lesson was 
ended, the classroom teacher spent the 
remaining ten minutes of the period in 
answering questions, taking care of 
these individual differences in the pu- 
pils, and reviewing what had been 
learned. 

A total of 639 children—most of them 
ten-year-olds—were in those first tele- 
vision classes.. Later in the day the 
same children were given lessons in 
arithmetic and French. These three 
subjects were continued five days each 


..week throughout the entire school year. 


The Ford Foundation, through its 
Fund for the Advancement of Educa- 
tion, gave WQED a grant of $150,000 
with which to conduet.television classes 
in a number of Pittsburgh schools. The 
A. W. Mellon Education and Charitable 
Trust made additional funds available. 

It was apparent from the very begin- 
ning that the ehildren would accept 
television ,teaching smoothly and nor- 
mally. They related themselves natu- 
rally to the teacher. They called her 
by name, answered the questions she 
asked, and followed her directions. 

In fact, educators and visitors alike 
were surprised by the high rapport be- 
tween the television teacher and the 
individual pupil. The children some- 
times became absorbed in the lessons 
to the extent of talking to the teacher 
and raising their hands to attract her 
attention. The child seemed to feel 
that the teacher was teaching him and 
him alone, and a high degree of inti- 
macy between teacher and pupil was 
achieved. : 

It became apparent early in the year 
that the interest of the children was 
not attributable to the novelty of tele- 
vision teaching, since the interest was 
maintained and may have increased as 
the lessons continued. | i 

There was’ no disciplinary blem 
during the teaching. One teacher re- 
ported that when she was late arriving 
at her room, the children had already 
turned on the television set and were 
working with the television teacher 
just as if she had been in the room. 

It was discovered that use of chil- 
dren before the camera should be lim- 
ited, since the child in the classroom 


ceases to be a participant and becomes 
a spectator when he sees other boys 
and girls on the program. 

Certain limitations of the medium 
became apparent after the first few les- 
sons, and new teaching problems ap- 
peared. 

Classrooms were net designed for 
television teaching. Lighting, ventila- 
tion, and seating could not always be 
arranged for the most effective recep 
tion of the programs. 

Reception was not consistently good 
in all the schools.. Blackboard work 
and charts which were clearly seen in 
some schools were vague and indistinct 
in others. 

Occasional camera burns on the stu- 
dio cards which the teacher used to de- 
velop arithmetic problems, word skills, 
and vocabulary were a serious techni- 
cal problem, and one that could not be 
solved. 

The ratio of a camera lens and the 
receiving screen is constant: and thus 
only a limited number of Words or fig- 
ures could be shown at one time. Sen- 
tences totaling about ten words were 
as many as could be used and stil] be 
visible from the back of the classroom. 
The camera could get a clear picture, 
the receiving set could pick up the pic- 
ture, but the pupils in the back of the 
room could not see more words than 
that. All work had to be adapted to 
this limitation. 

In assessing the effectiveness of the 
Television Teaching Demonstration. Dr. 
Earl A. Dimmick, superintendent of 
Pittsburgh Public Schools, has made 
the following statement: 

“There are still many questions in 
the minds of teachers regarding tele- 
vision as an instrument of daily in- 
struction. Although some teachers may 
think. that television constitutes a 
threat, many others see in it a means 
toward better instruction .and better 
schools. . 

“This Demonstration shows .that it 
does have a great petentfal. One of 
the most important by-products of the 
Demonstration is that it tends to spread 
quality instruction on a broader base 
than ever before. 


“I am gratified with the results 
achieved in the three Pittsburgh s¢hools 
which took part ip this Demonstration. 
We had given standardized tests (Met- 
ropolitan) in May of 1954 and 1955 in 
these schools to the same classes which 
later participated in the Demonstra- 
tion. Thus the third and fourth grade 
growths were obtained under tradition- 
al teaching methods, while the fifth 
im. weve was obtained from the 

elevision Teaching Demonstration. The 
results appear below:

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CHOU CHARGES 
KISHI IS HOSTILE 
TO CHINESE REDS

HONG KONG, July 30 (AP)— 
Red China’s Premier Chou 
En-lai accused the government 
of Japanese Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi today of open 


hostility toward the Commu- 
nists. 


In a 2000-word analysis of 
Chinese-Japanese relations, 
Chou rejected what he called 
Blanders against Red China 
made by Kishi on his recent 


visit to the United States. Chou 
charged that Kishi, among other 
things, had told American news- 
paper men “the Chinese Com- 
munists would try to infiltrate 
the whole of Asia.” 

“Japan today is under the 
control of the United States, 
and Kishi’s visit can be under- 
stood,” Chou said. “We have 
no objection to Japan's friend- 
ship with the United States. We 
advocate friendship between all 
nations, and we are against 
mutual hostility, But the point 
is, Kishi went to the United 
States to curry favors from his 
American masters by slinging 
mud at the new China.” 

Chou suggested Kishi has 
“deliberately set out to seek 
trouble with China.” In an 
unusual personal broadside at 
the head of a nation with which 
China claims to desire normal 
relations, he said Kishi has 
advocated reconquest of the 
Chinese mainland by Chiang 
Kai-shek. He termed this ‘‘open 
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hostility to the 600,000,000 Chi- 
nese people.” 


Chou’s statement, broadcast 
by radio Peiping, was made in 
an analysis of Chinese-Japa- 
nese relations in Peiping last 
Thursday to a group of Japa- 
nese radio and newspaper cor- 
respondents. 


Red China, Chou said, had 
continually extended the hand 
of friendship to Japan. 

“A number of agreements 
have been signed over the last 
few years between private and 
semi-official organizations, de- 
spite the tact that normal re- 
lations have not been restored,” 
he said. ‘‘What is more, in in- 
ternational law, war still exists 
between China and Japan.” 


The Peiping People’s Daily, 
Red China’s official mouthpiece, 
contributed to the condemna- 
tion of Kishi’s China policy. 


In a 2000-word editorial 
broadcast by the Peiping Radio, 
the paper accused Kishi of mak- 
ing speeches “unfriendly to 
our country” and showing him- 
self to be both “hostile to the 
Chinese people and subservient 
to the United States policy of 
| aggression.” 


Japan to Expand Its Trade 


With Red China. 

TOKYO, July 30 (UP)—Japan 
announced today that it is ex- 
panding its trade with Commu- 
nist China. The announcement 
listed nine new items—includ- 
ing Jeeps and freight cars—

ST. LOUISAN TELLS. 
OF MEXICAN QUAKE 


Marvin McQueen, a vice 
president of D’Arcy Advertising 
Co., who was in Mexico City on 
business when an earthquake 
struck there early Sunday, told 
of his experience today. 


The plaster of his hotel room 
was shaken down but he es- 
caped injury, and returned to 
St. Louis Sunday night. He lives 
at 18 Armstrong drive, Glen- 
dale. 


“TI was asleep in my room on 
the third floor of the Continen- 
tal Hilton, a new hotel in the 
area that was hit hardest,” he 
said. “It was 2:40 o’clock in the 
morning. My immediate reac- 
tion was that there had been 
an explosion—that the hotel had 
blown up. 


“But the hotel was rocking, 
and kept rocking.Then I knew it 
was an earthquake, although I 
had never been in one before. 
There was a crunchy, weird, 
straining noise. 


“It stopped for a moment— 
and then it really hit. Plaster 
was coming down on me, pic- 
tures were falling from the 
walls and lamps were toppling 
over. There were no lights in 
the hotel and none in the 
streets. 


“The shaking lasted about 
three minutes, I guess, but to 
me at the time it was more like 
three hours. In a thing like 
that it’s hard to estimate time, 
when you realize that the next 
moment may be the last. 


“I slipped on some pants and 
shoes and got out of there, just 
hoping that the 12 floors above 
me would stay there. Out in 
the corridor some women were 
crying and screaming. 

“We got some candles and 
walked down to the lobby. 


PLANES MAY GIVE 
WAY TO MISSILES 
IN AIR RESERVE 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP) 
—The Air Force is considering 
a long-range plan to replace 
jet fighter planes with guided 
missiles in Air National Guard 
and other reserve units. 


Maj. Gen. Winston P. Wilson, 
deputy chief of the National 
Guard Bureau, made the dis- 
closure today in a speech at 
the opening session of the an- 
nual convention of the Air 
Force Association. 


He said the Air Force was 
studying the possibility of 
equipping reserve units with 
Bomarc interceptor missiles, re- 
portedly designed to fly 250 
miles to knock down invading 
bombers. 


Wilson said the Air Force 
did not know when missiles 
could entirely replace piloted 
fighters. He said he expected 
fighters to be used in air de- 
fense “for some years to come.” 


Wilson also said the empha- 
sis had shifted from “quantity 
to quality” in National Guard 
recruiting. He said new en- 
listees will have to be able to 
handle “highly technical assign- 
ments.” 

He reported the Guard had 
disposed of all its conventional 
fighter planes and many obso- 
lescent jet types in the 12-month 
period just ended and was ac- 
quiring increasing numbers of 
all-weather interceptors.

WASHINGTON, July 34 (AP), 
—The United States Chamber 
of Commerce suggested today 
that the Federal Government 
turn some of its revenue sources 
over to the states to enable 
them to assume more govern- 
mental responsibility.

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‘Revealing Letter 


- The Impact of TV 
On Children's Minds 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, July 30. 
[ee just read a couple of communications from chil- 


dren which reveal how greatly we underestimate 

them. One, printed in “Television Quarterly,” was a 
school composition written by a 10-year-old boy and it 
went like this: 
“About a week ago a 
little girl from 
Cleveland was oper- 
ated on. She was 5 
years old. The case 
was a very unusual 
one because the girl 
was born with a hole 
in her heart. Since 
the hole was just in 
between the left and 
right side, the blood 
ran into each other. 
So they had to oper- 
ate. They made the 
operation by freez- 
ing the heart to a 
temperature of about 
40 or 50 degrees. 
You see, by freezing 
the heart it slowed © 
the circulation of the 
heart and also 
slowed up the heart, so when they operated they had 
more time doing it. After they sewed up the hole, they 
defrosted the girl and she was perfectly fine. So now 
you know what a blue-baby is, they call it a blue-baby 
because when the old and new blood mix, it forms a 

Tue substance.” 
. The author of the article, Robert M. Goldenson, 
points out that the composition was not based on ma- 
terial from a book or magazine but on a single se- 
quence from a television program lasting no more than 
five minutes. “Yet in spite of the fact that the materi- 
al was entirely new to the boy, the details were highly 
accurate and the explanation substantially correct.... 
Isn’t it time for us to find an answer to the question: 
How can we use television to the best advantage of 
our children?”

THE OTHER COMMUNIQUE from the child world 
is a letter from a 14-year-old boy in England and he 
writes: “I don’t watch TV much except ‘Panorama 
and ‘Science Review.’ I think the other stuff is sheer 
undiluted tripe. I like the educational films, what few 
there are of them. But I think the approach is too 
crude for the modern child. My brother, age 12, re- 
members the more lurid incidents in the films of TV 
he watches. I think the approach should be more sub- 
tle: say, disguise the lesson—have as an instructor + 
well-known figure, cowboy or a pirate which will ap- 
peal to the juvenile mind.” 

They are both illuminating documents. The first re- 
veals not only the thirst for knowledge which is a very 
real part of every child but also how retentive a child s 
memory is if he is really interested. One thing I’ve 
noticed about children watching television: They bury 
themselves in it with attentiveness any teacher would 
envy. If there’s a morsel of learning on a TV show, 
the kids will get it and retain it.

AS FOR THE SUGGESTION of the English boy, I 
have long harbored the idea that a few crumbs of 
learning from the popular heroes would make a very 
large dent in the juvenile mind. There are, for in- 
stance, quite a few medieval series on the air—*Sir 
Lancelot,” “Robin Hood”—and these could, I think, be 
very educational without detracting a bit from their 
ratings. :

They're exceedingly well and 
well produced and the atmosphere of chivalry which 
saturates them cannot help but have a favorable ef- 
fect on our children’s manners which, heaven knows, 
has few enough good examples set for them on tele- 
vision. 

But the moral instruction contained in many of them 
have about as much zing as an editorial denouncing 
the man-eating shark. One “Sir Lancelot” episode was 
devoted to explaining that a scullery boy can grow up 
to be just as honest as a member of the upper classes; 
in another one, King Arthur found out that the perma- — 
nent branding of convicted thieves seriously pre ; 
their rehabilitation. Both of ae in - 
liberalism have very little applica c porary 
life and, while we cam Hardly expect King Arthur and 
Sir Lancelot to get embroiled inthe movement 
or in discussion on the prepriety of the atom bomb 
tests, they could quite easily teach our young a little 
English history.

Minor Plumbing Repairs. 


HEN you get right down to 
Wi. most home repair and 

maintenance jobs are sort 
of dull and that’s the reason 
why so many of them don’t get 
done. Take plumbing for ex- 
ample. In many a home there 
is a shower head that pushes 
water all over the place except 
on the individual who is trying 
to take a shower. 


This condition is usually 
caused by dirt or mineral de- 
posits in the shower head. 
What you have to do is unfasten 
the shower head and then re- 
move the dirt and clean out the 
mineral deposits from the little 
openings that the water comes 
through.

In most homes the bathtub

sluggish. This t be due to 
some major sto in the line 
but usually it’s nothing more 
than a collection of hair, 
of soap and whatnot that have 
been caught in the strainer of 
the drain. Take a piece of wire 
and remove this debris from 
the strainer or pull out the 
strainer and clean it. It’s not 
a big job but it can make li 
easier for the entire household.

While you're at it, you might 
tackle some of those rust stains 
that appear on bathroom fix- 
tures.

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: 
here has been a history of 
high blood pressure and 
coronary disease in our family. 
I am now 46 years old, and 
naturally would like to take 
any preventive measure possible 
to forestall the onset of arterio- 
sclerosis. Do you have any spe- 
cific suggestions about special 
low fat diets? “When doctors 
disagree” certainly seems to ap- 
ply to the diet question in 
arteriosclerosis. —Mr. K.D.S. 
— — ¥ 

ANSWER: Until recently we 
have told patients with high 
blood cholesterol levels — or 
those with a history of coronary 
disease—to cut out fats indis 
cri . Now we are mak- 
ing a between satu- 
rated and non-saturated fatty 
acids in foods. The former are 
supposed to “be bad for you.” 
Actording to an article by 
Dr. Charles D. May in a recent 
issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association: 
“Unprocessed vegetable fats 
include larger amounts of the 
so-called essential unsaturated 
fatty acids than do. most animal 
fats; the significance of this 
difference in preventing or re- 
lievimg the accumulation of ex- 
cessive amounts of cholesterol 
in the blood is the subject of 
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intensive investigation at pres- 
ent.” 

I advise obese patients, what- 
ever their present state of 
health, to lose weight. And I 
suggest that they go about their 
reduction sensibly, because it 
is not unusual to see people 
who overdo. They either cut out 
“all fats” or “all proteins” or 
“all carbohydrates.”

“It is not likely that a single 
cause will be found responsible 
for all cases of arteriosclerosis, 
nor should expectation be 
aroused that this condition will 
be completely prevented or reg- 
ularly checked by a mere al- 
tering of the kind or amount 
of fat in the diet. The extent 
to which the findings in experi- 
mental animals can be applied 
to the disease state in man is 
by no means certain.”

Planning Robert E. Lee Memorial Here 


United Daughters of Confederacy Hope to Erect Clock at Site of General's St. Louis Home

Neince ti a century has passed 


since the War Between the 

States tore the nation apart, 
pitting brother against brother, 
and friend against friend. Now, 
two World Wars later, old 
wounds have healed, old bitter- 
nesses have been forgotten. 

But not the name of Robert 
E. Lee. 

St. Louisans of southern her- 
itage still revere the gray-clad 
general from Virginia. To them, 
he remains a brilliant military 
strategist who led the Confed- 
erate forces against the Union. 

Many of them, however, may 
not remember that Robert E. 
Lee once came to Missouri on 
a peaceful mission, long before 
the rumblings of secession and 
Civil War shattered the heart 
of America. In St. Louis he 
conquered not a human enemy 
force, but a river. 

Some day, if plans of the 
United Daughters of the Con- 
fedracy are fulfilled, every 
traveler coming into St. Louis 
from Illinois will be reminded 
that Lee, a talented Army engi- 
neer, spent four years on the 
Mississippi levee, changing the 
course of a river which had 
threatened to veer away from 
the Missouri side and isolate 
St. Louis as an inland city. 

The reminder will be in the 
form of a giant memorial clock, 
to be erected at Main and Vine 
streets, where Lee and his fa- 
mily lived from 1837 to 1841. 
Their home was a brick house, 
no longer standing, which had 
been built by Gen. William 
Clark,. Indian agent and co- 
leader of the Lewis and Clark 
expedition. Incidentally, Dr. 
William Beaumont, the famed 
pioneer physician, had a room 
in the same dwelling.

Necnius, Lee was dispatched 


to St. Louis on a $15,000 
Federal aid project designed to 
prevent the Mississippi from 
veering over toward Illinois. 
Two land areas, Duncan’s Is- 
land and Bloody Island, stood 
in the water’s wav. so Lee and 
his engineers built a dike, con- 
necting Bloody Island with the 
Illinois shore, while Duncan's 
Island was washed downstream 
to clear the way for the normal 
flow of water. 

He and his family left St.

McLure, a dedicated Southern 
sympathizer who gave such 
help and encouragement to 
rebel forces that she was im- 
prisoned by Union officers and 
later sent behind the Confeder- 
ate lines for the duration of

“Her home on Chestnut 
street, between Seventh and 
Eighth streets, was headquar- 
ters for mail and contraband 
goods, as well as a refuge for 
Confederate’ soldiers,’ Mrs. 

“She was an 
ardent worker in the southern 
intelligence service.” 

The organization was started 
by women who had aided the 
Confederate cause and took its 
name from the _ appelation 
given Winnie Davis, Jefferson 
Davis's daughter, by an ad- 
miring Southern general, who 
introduced her to a train-side 
crowd of well-wishers as “the 
daughter of the Confederacy.”

One envelope unflavored gel- 
atine, one cup boiling water, 
one cup cold water, one table- 
spoon minced onion, one cup 
diced celery, one cup cooked 
diced vegetables, meat or fish. 

Dissolve gelatine in boiling 
water. Add cold water and chill. 
When it begins to thicken, add 
remaining ingredients. Chill un- 
til firm. Serve garnished with 
lettuce. Yield: six servings. 

Jellied Cheese Ring Salad. 

Two envelopes unflavored gel- 
atine, one-half cup cold water, 
three cups milk, three egg 
yolks, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-half teaspoon dry mustard, 
one-half teaspoon paprika, one 
and one-half cups grated cheese. 

Soften gelatine in cold water. 
Heat milk in top of double 
boiler. Beat egg yolks with the 
salt, mustard, paprika and stir 
in a little of the hot milk. Add 
this mixture to-.the rest of the 
milk and stir over hot water 
until it begins to thicken (when 
it stops foaming). Stir in cheese, 
and when melted, remove from 
heat and add softened gelatine. 
Stir until dissolved. Pour into 
one-quart ring mold or in small 
molds and chill until set. Turn 
out on platter and garnish with 
strips of pimento. Fill center 
with any mixed vegetable salad.

Within a few years, 20 
branches of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy had been start- 
ed in Missouri and others began 
to spring up throughout the 
country, giving impetus for 
establishment on a_ national 
scale of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy in Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1895. 


Because Southern soldiers 
were given no Federal pensions 
and there was no financial pro- 
vision for their widows and or- 
phans, the U.D.C. accepted that 
as its primary obligation. Two 
years after the St. Louis group 
had organized, $35,000 had been 
raised via strawberry and ice 
cream socials for the establish- 
ment of the main building of a 
home for Confederate veterans 
and their widows at Higgins- 
ville, Mo. With the death of the 
last surviving soldier, the home 
was given to the state several 
years ago and now is used as a 


home for mentally retarded 
children. 
Now, the organization pro- 


vides college scholarships for 
lineal descendants of those who 
aided the Confederate cause.

OR 20 years, St. Louis has 

served as the official head- 

quarters of the U.D.C., pre- 
serving records of service men 
and members of their families 
who have joined the organiza- 
tion in a large file-crowded of- 
fice at 5530 Pershing avenue. 

However, now that a general 
headquarters building at Rich- 
mond, Va., has been completed 
the records are being moved 
there for permanent §safe- 
keeping. 

“There were 600,000 men in 
the Confederate forces, and we 
already have the records of 
200,000 of them compiled on 
cards in our files,” said Mrs. 
Luther E, Jaco, office secretary 
and manager. “We get more 
material all the time to verify 
the service records of the men 
and we intend to keep adding 
to our files as much information 
as we can glean from any rec- 
ords of that time.” 


The files were expected to 
leave St. Louis this week. Mrs. 
Jaco will go to Richmond tem- 
porarily to set up the new office 
there. 

Although she is of European 
descent and is not eligible, on 
the basis of her family history, 
to be a member, the Confeder- 
ate Dames chapter recently pre- 
sented her with an honorary 
membership in appreciation of 
her service to organization 
headquarters. 

She has become a latter-day 
sympathizer with the cause, 
though, and gladly displays 
Confederate flags and photo- 
graphs of Confederate greats in 
her office.

“North maintains that a one- 
diamond response to one. club 
is a weak bid, but that when it 
is made in this situation after 
an original pass, it is a stronger 
bid. My contention is that after 
having passed, a one-diamond 
response confirms extreme 
weakness. North claims I should 
have passed again, but it is my 
view that I should give him 
the opportunity to show a major 
suit if he has one.” 

We agree with our contribu- 
tor that having passed, a one- 
diamond bid is weaker than the 
same bid, not having passed. 
This is true because any ag- 
gressive bid such as two no- 
trump could not be valued as 
highly since the responder indi- 
cated on the first round that he 
lacked the values for an opening 
bid. Therefore, he would stretch 
a point to reply affirmatively 
with a near-opening bid. 

The one-diamond reply on 
South’s hand is straight “one- 
over-one,” which has been good 
practice for years. North can 
answer one heart or one spade, 
which bid South can pass if he 
so desires. 

South definitely should not 
pass one club because he has 
such excellent support in the 
majors. If he got into trouble 
with this hand, it was due to 
later bidding and not that of 
the first response.

I DO NOT BELIEVE in cry- 
ing over spilt milk, but in the 
case of last week’s House ac- 
tion in defeating the Federal 
school aid bill, I think it is im- 
portant that we all understand 
how the milk was spilled. The 
anti-segregation amendment 
was adopted, at the suggestion 
of the Republicans, and then 
many of the Republicans voted 
against the amended bill—thus 
making the defeat sure, since 
they were of course joined by 
the southern Democrats. This 
coalition has used the same 
tactics before. 


It is a clever trick, but I 
hope the Negro people of this 
country are going to awaken to 
the fact that—by voting for the 
anti-segregation amendment 
and then voting against the bill 
—the Republicans are friends 
neither of Negro nor of white 
children. They simply make 
sure that no Federal money 
will be spent ‘on constructing 
new schools, and both Negro 
and white children suffer.

I HAVE SAID repeatedly that, 
in view of the situation as it 
now stands, it would be better 
to refrain from putting this 


anti-segregation clause into the 
bill. Without it, we could get 
a clear-cut vote as to who 
wants new school construction 
and an improved school situa- 
tion for the children of our 
country as a whole. 

I think the segregation ques- 
tion will have to be fought in 
the courts anyway, and Con- 


gress should consider the school 
construction problem on _ the 
simple basis of needed school 
facilities. The legal fight for 
anti-segregation would then 
proceed, school by school and 
case by case, wherever it is 
not accepted. This may take 
more time, but at least all of 
our children would not suffer 
as they do now, in overcrowded 
buildings with overworked and 
—in some cases—poorly trained 
teachers. 

For this year, the school bill 
fight is over—but it will have 
to begin again in the next ses- 
sion of Congress. I hope every- 
one will understand clearly 
what Republican trickery has 
done.
